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GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 


DIPHTHERIA. 


For  fourteen  consecutive  years,  no  case  has  been  notified. 
DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

During  the  year,  110  children  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  In  1965,  the  number  of  immunisations  was  96 . 

Of  the  number  immunised,  38  were  babies  born  in  1966 
and  60  were  born  in  1965* 

VACCINATIONS  (SMALLPOX) . 

In  1966  only  68  primary  vaccinations  were  completed.  In 
1962,  the  year  that  smallpox  came  to  South  Wales,  there  were  3403. 

POLIOMYELITIS . ... 

As  in  1965»  there  were  no  cases  notified.  In  the  last  ten 
years,  only  two  cases  have  been  notified  and  they  occurred  in  1957* 

FOOD  POISONING . 

For  ten  years,  no  cases  have  been  reported. 

DYSENTERY . 

For  the  sixth  consecutive  year,  no  notifications  have  been 
received. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  only  notification  received  during  the  year  of  a primary 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  that  occurring  in  the  lungs  of  a male,  aged 
21  years.  In  1963i  there  were  no  notifications.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR ’ S REPORT  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDED  31st.  DECEMBER.  1966. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  a piped  water 
supply.  As  from  the  1st.  October,  i960,  the  Chepstow  Water  Co., 
a private  Company  which  had  previously  supplied  water  to  the 
Urban  District  for  a long  number  of  years,  ceased  to  operate  and 
was  taken  over  by  the  newly  constituted  Board , The  Newport  and 
South  Monmouthshire  V/ater  Board,  comprising  the  County  Borough 
of  Newport,  Urban  Districts  of  Caerleon,  Chepstow  and  Cwmbran  and 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Chepstow  and  Magor  & St.  Mellons. 

13  samples  of  water  were  regularly  taken  for  both  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  not  subject  to  plumbo-solvency. 

151  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken  by  the  Newport  and 
South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination,  all  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

SWIMMING  8c  BATHING  POOLS. 

There  are  no  swimming  pools  within  the  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

Contracts  Nos.  1 and  2 of  the  Council’s  Main  Drainage  Scheme 
have  now  been  completed.  These  works  provided  new  Trunk  sewers  to 
serve  the  needs  of  land  scheduled  for  residential  development,  and 
the  provision  of  a new  Stormwater  overflow  sewer  discharging  into 
the  River  Wye. 

Contracts  3 and  ^ of  the  Scheme  provide  for  rising  mains  to 
pump  the'  sewerage  from  the  old  town  of  Chepstow  to  high  ground  in 
the  Bulwark  Area,  from  whence  it  will  gravitate  in  existing  sewers 
to  the  new  Sewage  Works  at  Thornwell.  The  works  provide  for  partial 
treatment  before  discharge  into  the  River  Wye  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Severn.  The  total  costs  of  the  works  will  be  in  the  region  of  £300,000. 

The  whole  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  will  then  be 
comparatively  modern,  with  a satisfactory  effluent  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  The  Wye  River  Authority, 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  dwelling  houses  within  the  Urban  District 
are  provided  with  waterclosets  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewerage 
system.  A small  number  of  dwellings  are  drained  into  cesspools,  but 
as  these  are  situated  in  the  sparsely  populated  parts  of  the  district, 
no  trouble  is  experienced, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

At  the  present  time,  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  collected 
once  weekly  from  all  premises  with  a more  frequent  collection  for  the 
business  premises  within  the  Town  Centre. 

Disposal  is  effected  by  tipping  in  a large  depression  adjacent 
to  the  Chepstow  Racecourse.

Improvement  of  Dwelling  not  in  an  Improvement  Area 


One  representation  was  received  from  a tenant  occupying  a 
dwelling  not  in  an  improvement  area  for  the  provision  of  amenities 
to  the  '’’full  standard”.  - Following  the  service  of  a preliminary 
notice  upon  the  owner  pf  the  dwelling,  the  amenities  were  eventually 
provided  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.
